DISCUSSED THE CANAL BILL. 


Speeches for and Against the Measure 
in the Senate. , 


Washington, . . 
in the senate today on the Nicaraguan 
eanal bill was of an interesting chraracier. 
Mr. Peffer, populist, of Kansas, ductared 
himself in favor of the enterprise, but op- 
posed the financial feature of tne bili. He 
questioned the ability of the goverrinent 
to pay in gold the ponds provided for in the 
bill, and said that the government was to 
arrange the outstanding bonds. rie saw 
financial difficulties in which domestic insur- 
rection, or foreign war, or both, were the 
logical possibilities if silver coinage were 
restored, or a fresh issue of paper currency 
made, in which to pay the expenses of the 
construction of the canal; Mut he was op- 
posed to the further issue an. sale of Londs 
for any purpose. : 

Mr. Shuires, republican, of Wasnington, 
put forward no such conditions, but advo- 
cated the bill unqualifiedly, declav:ng that 
the work would be the eu<iuring monument 
to the civilization of the age and of mcre 
importance to the country than the Suez 
canal was to the eastern country. 

The pending measure was naadled by Mr. 
Turpie, democrat, of Indiana, with ve- 
hement talk. He declared hims*'f in favor 
of the canal. He did not regard the pencing 
measure as furnishing a means for its ac- 
complishment. He regarded it as ore of 
those measures that weuld certainly lead to 
another failure—the fifty-first, he theught, 
of a similar conception. Besides, he ha 
grave doubts of its constitutionality, hold- 
ing, as he did, that the government rad no 
right to subsidize or to gauge the papers of 
any country. The only precedent that could 
be found was the case of the Pacific rail- 
road, and he said that the government se- 
curity for the repayment of the immense 
sum by those companies was ample as com- 
pared with the security which it had for 
the Nicaragua Canal Company, all of whose 
assets had been sold two years ago, in 
New York, under a decree of the United 
States court for $287.000, and would not 
fetch $50 today in London or in Amsterdam. 
He had not completed his speech when the 
senate adjourned. 

Vice President Stevenson presided oyer 
the senate today. 

The senate bill to amend the act authoriz- 
ing the construction of a bridge across the 
Contentnea creek, at Griften, Lenoir coun- 
ty, North Carolina, was taken from the 
calendar and passed. 

The urgent military academy and fortifi- 
cations appropriation bills were received 
from the house and referred to the commit- 
tee on appropriations. 

The bill for the Michigan university was 
taken up and Mr. Kyle, populist, of South 
Dakota, addressed the senate ip its advo- 
cacy, and at the close of his speech, the 
bill was again placed on the calendar. 

After some further unimportant business, 
the canal bill came on. Mr. Turpie of- 
fered an additional amendment for the ap- 
pointment of three competent engineers— 
two of them army engineer officers—to 
make a survey and estimate of the canal on 
the line proposed by Mr. Menocal. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Turpie’s speech 
a short executive session was held and the 
senate adjourned until tomorrow. 


IT WAS SUSPENSION DAY 


And Several Bills Were Passed by the 
House. 

Washington, December 17.—This was sus- 
pension day under the rules of the house, 
and before the army appropriation bill was 
called up Chairman Outhwait, of the com- 
mittee on military affairs, and Mr. McRae, 
of Arkansas, chairman of the committee 
on public lands, succeeded in passing, un- 

der suspension of the rules, the bill to 
protect public forest reservations by a 
vote of 159 to 13. The bill as reported 
from. the committee was amended as to 
give free timber to miners and settlers on 


public lands. | 

Mr. Springer reported from the committee 
on banking and currency the Carlisle bill 
providing a new system of currency, and 
gave notice that he would ask the house 
to begin general debate upon it tomorrow. 
The bill was accompanied by the views 
of the majority, prepared by Mr. galas > 
and of the minority, prepared by r.

Mr. Outhwaite introduced a joint resolu- 
tion’ to revive the grade of lieutenant gen- 
eral of the army. The bill is drawn to carry 
out the recommendation of Secretary La- 
mont to make General Schofield a lieuten- 
ant general. When General Schofield re- 
tires the grade is to expire.

§33 pupils. There are 1,560 others under ccn- 
struction. The grand total of persons under 
instruction consists of 19,886 persons. The 
contributions of the natives lcst jear to 
the American board amounted to 834,-i. 

These facts do not include the work in 
European Turkey. 

Numerous inquiries have been received 
from the press and from the congreyational 
constituency in the United States which 
have induced this conservative organization 
to furnish the following statement rclating 
to affairs in Turkey: 

“We are not unconcerned about the re- 
ports of massacres in eastern Turkey. 7he 
position of the 177 missionaries of the ¢.mer- 
ican board within the Turkish empire is an 
extremely delicate one. Sympathizing deep- 
ly on the one side with all who ire suffer- 
ing by reason of poverty, oppression and 
misrule, they have yet been loyal to the 
government under which they have lived 
and never countenanced sedition. or rebel- 
lion. It has been their biessed privilege 
while preaching the gospel of Jesus Christ 
to aid the poor, to protect as fr us possi- 
ble the oppressed and to deliver from un- 
just officials multitudes who i:ave been ar- 
rested or imprisoned. It is not necessary 
for our missionaries after thase sores of 
years of devoted labor for the native -ace 
of Turkey to prove their sympathy vith 
the suffering and oppressed by ‘oininz cilers 
who, at a safe distance from the scene of 
danger, are passing vigorous resolitions 
in condemnation of the wrongs -:nfil ted. 
They are doing’ their best, amid no little 
peril to themselves, in the interests of those 
for whom they have long labored, but our 
readers can well understand that for the 
sake, both of the helpers and of theshelped, 
‘it is inexpedient for us to present in our 
pages a full statement of all that we hear 
and believe, 

Probably 10,000 Were Milled. 

“Some things we may properly say prior 
to the full investigation of the alleged atroc. 
ities which we trust will be made ‘by the 
representatives both of our governinent and 
of the European powers. In the Sassoun 
region, south of the Moosh plain, there oe, 
or recently were, many villages inhabited 
by Armenians. These people were system- 
atically robbede of their flocks by Kurds, 
and, in the latter part of the summer, the 
Armenians pursued the robbers in the en- 
deavor to recover their property. In the 
fight which ensued a dozen of these Kurdg 
were killed, among whom were some en- 
rolled as Turkish soldiers. When informg, 
tion was given that the Armenians had 
killed some of the sultan’s troops, the charge 
of rebellion was made, and orders. were 
sent to put down the insurrection. The re- 
sult was that these lawless and uncontroled 
soldiers made indiscriminate slaughter of 
the people who had sought to iefend their 
property. In the horrible massacre which 
followed thousands were slain, s»me state 
6,000, others 10,000. The details of this 
wretched affair are not obtainable even by 
those near the scene. They never will be 
obtainable unless foreign governments insist 
upon a thorough investigation conducted 
by foreigners, The people are in terror, 
and dare not state the truth unless uncer 
protection. A document has veen prepar- 
ed near the scene of the carnage, p'nypcrt- 
ing to give the judgment of ihe people that 
the thousands slain in Talvereaz, r.-t thn-ir 
just deserts, and expressing regret that it 
has been thought test to send :on;13 to 
investigate, since there was no néed fcr 
their coming.

The Sultan Does Not Condemn. 

“Papers from Constantinople, printed in 
that city and entirely under the control of 
the Turkish censors of the press, announce 
that the sultan has sent one of his imperial 
guards to the city of Ezeringan, in eastern 
Turkey, to carry decorations to Kekki Pa- 
Sha, the commander of the Fourth army 
corps, Which is located there. Zekki Pasha 
is the military commander who led the 
troops against the defenseless villagers of 
the Sassoun region at the time of the mas- 
sacre. Another envoy carries giso four 
badges from the sultan to the four leading 
Kurdish chiefs, who were associated with 
the military commander in the reported 
massacre, and who probably were the in- 
stigators of it. After the sultan has thus 
approved of the action of his troops, and of 
the Kurds, it will be impossible for any 
commission appointed by the Turkish gov- 
ernment to investigate the outragse brirg. 
ing any report that reflects upon the action 
of either ‘the Kurds or the army. By this 
act the sultan seems to assume ail the re. 
sponsibility of what has been done. 

“These stories of wrong and oppression 
have aroused the civilized world. We are 
glad to learn that our government has di. 
rected one of its consuls to make an inde- 
pendent investigation of all matters connect- 
ed with the reported massacres. Put our 
government does not stand in the same re- 
lation to Turkey as do the European pow- 
ers that under the treaty of Lerlin secured 
the rightofseeing that good government 
was obtained throughout the Turkish em. 
pire. The right thus guaranteed ought now 
to be exercised, and the first step should be 
@ most thorough investigation as to the 
condition of affairs throughout Armenia, 
We cannot doubt that the European pcw- 
ers will attend. to their duty.

SOME OF THEM CRUCIFIED. 


Japanese Charge That Prisoners Tak- 
en by Chinese Were Put to Death. 
Washington, December 17.—Fuller in- 

formation concefning the reported massacre 


of Chinese by Japanese troops after the 


fall of Port Arthur was received by 
the Japanese minister, Mr. Koring, this 
morning from Mr. Mutsu, minister of 
foreign affairs at Tokio. Mr. Mutsu says 
in his dispatch that the government is 
not yet in possession of all the facts about 
the alleged atrocities, but that many de- 
tails have been ascertained. What i 
known to Mr. Mutsu, as stated in the 
cable message, is as follows: 

“Many of the Chinese soldiers at Port 
Arthur, and from outlying fortifications, 
taken by the Japanese di their 
uniforms and it is now kimwn to a cer- 
tainty to be the case that almost all of 
those Chinese in ptain clothes who were 
killed there were soldiers in disguise. The 
inhabitants of Port Arthur left before the 
engagement. A few remained, however, 
under orders ‘To remst the Japa- 
nese by firing upon them. Thes they 
did and in the confusion of the fight it was 
impossible to distinguish them from Chi- 
nese soldiers. The Japanese army entering 
Port Arthur was greatly excited by the 
sight of the fearfully mutilated bodies of 
the Japanese prisoners, some of whom had 
been burned alive and some crucified. Nev- 
ertheless, the discipline of the army was 
maintained. A number of Chinese pris- 
oners were taken and kindly treated. The 
wounded (Chinese or Japanese) who could 
be moved are on their way to Tokio and 
will arrive in a few Gays.” 


DE MELLO WILL COMMAND 


The Insurgents in Brazil—Moraes Very 
Uneasy. 

New York, December 17.—A special cable 
from Buenos Ayres, Argentine, says: Ad- 
miral de Mello says he will leave here 
after January ist to assume command of 
the Brazilian revolutionary forces. 

A cablegram from Montevideo says that 
the grand council of the Brazilian revolu- 
tionary junta has decided to forward arms 
and ammunition as fast as possible to the 
rebel forces and push the war vigorously 
against President Moraes, because his 
peace propositions are not considered to 
have been made in good faith, and he is 
pursuing the same policy as ex-President 
Peixoto adopted. Amnesty, if offered, will 
come too late. No confidence wil be felt 
in any government in which Peixoto has 
influence 

Governor Castilho, of Rio Grande do Sul, 
was nearly captured by the rebels at Rio 
Pardo. Fourteen of his escort were killed. 
Castilho’s escape was due to the fleetness 
of his horse. 

President .Moraes ‘is very uneasy, @ 
Rio Janeiro telegram reports, since he has 
discovered a plot to place Peixoto again 
in power. Several persons arrested at Rio 
Janeiro are said to have confessed to par- 
ticipation. Peixoto, several of his former 
ministers and one member of the present 
cabinet are implicated in the conspiracy. 
The rebels expect to capture Port Alegre 
soon and then the rebel fleet will appear, 
having its base of operations there, and 
active naval operations will begin. 

Advices from Rio Grande do Sul state 
that four prisoners caught by Governor 
Castilho’s escort were horribly butchered, 
and, it is asserted, by. his orders, though 
this is disputed. The rebels also are com- 
mitting atrocities on prisoners. The war 
is being waged in a manner worthy of 
Turks, 


THERE WAS NO QUORUM 


And Discussion on the Anti-Soctalist 
Bill Was Postponed. — 

Berlin, December 17.—In the reichstag 
today Dr. Meberding, secretary of state 
for the imperial office of justice, opened 
the debate on the revolutionary Dfil. He 
advised the chamber not to be guided by 
reminiscences of former bills. Should the 
present measure, which was not directly 
aimed at the socialists, but rather at sub- 
versive movements ifi general, be rejected 
he said the government wouid be obliged 
to demand exceptional powers similar to 
those in 1878. 

Herr Frohme, socialist democrat, repeat- 
edly interrupted the speaker and was called 
to order by President von Levitzow, who 
requested the observance of the utmost or- 


der throughout the debate. 


Upon the conclusion of Dr. Meberding’s 
speech, Herr Singer, socialist, raised the 
question that there was no quorum pres- 
ent and demanded a count of the house. 
He declared that the discussion of the 
bill was ef so much importance that it re- 
quired a full attendance of members. The 
count wag taken and disclosed the fact 
that only 158 members were present. 

President von Levitzow consented to 
postpone the debate and fixed the time 
for its resumption at January 8th, remark- 
ing that he was very sorry his desire to 
expedite the work in the reichstag had 
been so abruptly obstructed. 


NEW GOVERNMENT FOR CUBA. 


The Spaniards Compromise with the 
Home Rulers. 

Madrid, December 17.—The government 
has agreed upon a compromise with Cuban 
home rule members of the cortes upon the 
basis of the formation of a council which 
will partially supercede the present pro- 
vincial corporation. The council will sit 
in Havana and will consist of twelve 
members appointed by the home govern- 
ment, the governor general of Cuba, presi- 
dent of the high court, the highest church 
dignitaries and fifteen members chosen 
by popular vote. The council will frame 
the budget and deal with local and finan- 
cial administration and all matters per- 
taining to the general welfare of- the 
island. The political regime will be kept 
in Spain.

TO SAVE A NEGRO’S NECK 


Governor Atkinson Called Out a Com- 
pany of Militia Last Night. 
Governor Atkinson was interrupted in his 
enojyment of the French opera at the Grand 
last night by Béing handed two important 
telegrams by his private secretary, Mr. 


Frank Callaway. 

The telegrams were from Statesboro, Ga., 
and conveyed the information that a negro 
named Randall Howard was in the hands 
of a mob five miles from that place, charged 
with burglary and attempt to rape, and 
that unless military assistance was given 
at once the negro would be lynched. 

The first dispatch was signed by Sheriff 
Waters, of Bulloch county, who requested 
that the Kell Rifles, of Statesboro, be or- 
dered out at once. 

The second telegram was signed by D. 
R. Groover and corroborated the facts as 
stated by the sheriff. 

The governor at once replied to tha 
sheriff's telegram saying that his request 
was granted and that the Rifles had been 
ordered out. At the same time the gov- 
ernor telegraphed Captain HoH. G. Everett, 
of the Kell Rifles, ordering them out and 
to report to Sheriff Waters. 

It could not be learned last night wheth- 
er or not the negro was rescued from the 
mob by the militia, or is now dangling 
from the limb of some tree, probably rid- 
died with bullets, the hour being late when 
the governdr’s telegrams reached their 
destination. 

Here are the two telegrams received by 
the governor: 

“Statesboro, Ga., December 17, 1894.—Hon. 
W. Y. Atkinson, Governor, Atlanta, Ga.: A 
negro named Randall Howard, is in the 
hands of a mob, five miles from this place, 
charged with burglary and attempt to 
rape. I have made demand for him and 
have been repulsed. I am confident he 
will be lynched unless immediate action 
is taken tio have a military company here. 

“The Kell Rifles can be dispatched to 
the place in two hours. H. G. Everett is 
the captain. Unless you aid me at once 
it will be too late. W. H. WATERS,

Society was out 
in force to greet the French artists last 
night, and youth and beauty in the boxes 
and the body of the house were sufficient 
to atone for the decided lack of both quali- 
ties on the stage. It was a truly brilliant 
audiance—brilliant not alone because of 
the presence of the youth and beauty in its 
make-up, but brilliant from a musical and 
critical standpoint; an audience thoroughly 
capable of appreciating the good in art and 
one which gave frequent evidences of ap- 
preciation. 

The audience first because, you know, it 
is the rule that the audiences are the chief 
features of grand opera productions these, 
days. The musical critic of the greatest 
fame is he or she who can best describe 
the gowns in the boxes. In this respect, last 
night’s audience was certainly not lacking. 

Nor musically. True, it took Madame Dar. 
gissonne a little while to get warmed up 
to her subject, but when she did, she was 
magnificently strong. Booni, too, in the 
dramatic passages far excelled the promise 
of the earlier and lighter bits. M. Soum 
was a favorite from the beginning and at 
times M. Chavaroche was grandly adequate. 
A real grand opera voice, his. 

Donizetti's masterpiece, “La Favorite,’’ 
was the bill. The cast, given above, was 
thoroughly good, and Chavaroche was con- 
siderably more than good. Boon’, the tenor, 
received the first evidence of applause from 
the audience in his “Oui, Ta Voix Ni In. 
spire Aria,’’ and the good impression he 
made there was emphasized in the strongly 
dramatic scene with the king in the third 
act, and again in the last scene with Leono- 
ra, that exquisite bit, “Kinge gi 
Pur,” was splendidiy dcne. Soum, the bart- 
tone, at all times met the requirements of 
the role, and his smooth, well handled 
voice was heard to excellent advantage 
throughout. Chavaroche is a grand basso. 
Mme. Dargissonne is not pretty. That is 
not her fault, but it is a fault which an 
audience finds great uimculty in forgiving; 
but when triumph comes despite that handi- 
cap, it is all the more pronounced. In the 
duet with the king, “O Mon Amour, O 
Chaste Flamme,’”’ the beauty of her voice 
was first revealed; the song “O mon Fer- 
nand,” captivated the audience and the 
singer was applauded again and again: and 
in the last act, the scene at the monastery, 
She eclipsed all that she had done before, 
and was received with great enthusiasm. 

Neither M. Warnoux nor M’lle Auge had 
roles of any importance. 

The orchestra, under the direction of M. 
DeSwertz, is, perhaps, the best we have 
evere had here. There was too strong 
a tendency on the part of the brass to ag 
sent itself at times, but in other respects 
the beuatiful music of Donizetti was in.

The chorus is about as unattractive as 
grand opera choruses ever get to be, and 
that is saying a good deal.

Conspicuous among the floral offerings 
which were arranged upon a table in one of 
the rear rooms was a large white cross 
erected from a bed of white roses and 
having upon the crossbar the simple word, 
“Andy.” At one of the bases was a beau- 
tiful heart of delicate pink roses and at 
the other end a white anchor had been 
arranged. A card on the cross bore the 
simple inscription, “Sympathy of George 
Lavigne and Sam Fitzpatrick.” 

George Lavigne and Sam Fitzpatrick pre- 
sented themselves at the cottage a few 
moments before 10 o’clock. As soon ag they 
could be admitted to the room in which the 
corpse was lying they entered and Lavigne

Waycross, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Dr. Alonza Monk, pastor of the Mul- 
berry street church of Macon, received a 
telegram this morning from his home an- 
nouncing the sudden death of a member of 
his church. Dr. Monk was permitted by 
the conference to return to Macon to con- 
duct the funeral. The fourth day's ses- 
sion was opened at 8 o’clock this morning.

The two organizations united their 
Strength on the same side of municipal 
politics and endeavored to elect an alder- 
manic ticket that would distribute the of- 
fices according to the wishes of the two 
organizations. There was an uprising of 
the people in opposition to Ero Populi and 
Lee hall and the aldermanic ticket of the 
opposition was elected and Ero Populi and 
Lee hall went 'to pieces. 

A report is in circulation to the effect 
that a number of local politicians 
expect early in January to organize a 
political club, similar to Ero Populi, and 
will make politics lively in this city and 
county next year. The new organization 
will be opposed to the Good Government 
Club. A mayor and aldermen will have to 
be elected next December and a tremen- 
dous fight will be made over these offices. 
itis not Known who will be candidates for 
mayor next December, but plans are al- 
ready being laid and triggers set for the 
great municipal contest. It will be a bat- 
tle mpyal to the finish. It is said that the 
new Ero Populi will be more formidable 
than the old. A membership of 1,000 is 
predicted, 

Among the names suggested as the next 
mayor of Macon are J. T. Hanson, W. R. 
Cox, W. A. Davis, T. J. Carling and E. D. 
Huguenin. Mayor Horne is ineligible un- 
der the new city charter to succeed him- 
self.

| pective. reorganization of the state normal 


school on a more exténded scale than it 
has ever witnessed before. : 

This results from the recent appropria- 
tion of $10,000 by the general assembly for 
its maintenance and support, and with that 
sum, supplemented as it will be by a dona- 
tion from the Peabody fund, a most suc. 
cessful normal school will be obtained for 
Georgia. 

The nomination that has in charge the 
affairs of the state normal school consists 
of State School Commissioner 8S. D. Brad- 
well, chairman; Chancellor W. E. Boggs, 
Professor Lawton B. Evans, Professor A. 
J. Battle and Professor W. H. Parker. Mr. 
Bradwell will be superseded in January 
by J. R. Glen, the new school commissioner. 

It is given out that a meeting of the 
commission will be held between now and 
the ist of January for 'the purpose of map- 
ping out the plans for-the school and the 
perfection of as much of the necessary or- 
ganization as possible. 

The school, on its limited resources, has 
hitherto run only two months each year 
during the summer season, but now tne 
session will be for eight months each 


year. 

While the plans are not yet adopted it is 
believed that the faculty will consist of a 
president and. five’ préfessors, and these 
may be selected at the meeting of the com- 
mission in the next few days. 

The Rock college building and lands, so 
generously donated by the University of 
Georgia, will be the home of the normal 
school. It will be sufficiently repaired to 
make it suitable for its new purposes.

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The recent session of the legislature 
did a good thing when it took notice of 
the evils of our present receivership 
law, the evils of which have been thor- 
oughly ventilated by The Constitution 
during the past year. 

The amendment passed by the legis- 
lature to the old law is a great improve- 
ment. Under its provisions one or more 
creditors “representing one-third of the 
unsecured debts” of an insolvent corpor- 
ation, trader or firm of traders, may, 
under a creditor’s bill in a court of 
equity, have receivers appointed to wiad 
up the business of such debtors, when 
they refuse payment of one or more 
matured debts. 

This is much better than the old law 
which allowed corporations ‘and traders 
to be forced into the hands of receivers 
upon the application to a court of equity 
of one unsecured creditor representing 
one-third of the indebtedness, or three 
unsecured creditors representing per- 
haps only a nominal amount of the in- 
debtedness. 

It is to be hoped that under the 
amended law the injustice and unnec- 
essary wrecking of business enterprises 
which has occurred so often in the past 
will be avoided. The requirement that 
the creditor or creditors applying for a 
receiver must represcnt at least one- 
third of the amount due by the alleged 
insolvent debtor, will prevent’ the 
nuisance and annoyance of _ receiver- 
ships caused by three small creditors 
who formerly had the right to combine 
and wreck a business which was in 
reality entirely solvent and was so con- 
sidered by other creditors representing | 
nine-tenths of the indebtedness, 

Under the old system some of the 
best merchants and corporations in 
Georgia were harassed and damaged 
by picayune creditors who took advant- 
age of their inability to pay their ma- 
tured obligations on a certain day and 
ru‘ned, them by forcing them into re- 
ceiverships, sometimes calling judges 
out of bed at dead of night for that 
purpose, 

The reform has come not a day too 
soon, and it will greatly strengthen our 
business interests. A receivership should 
be the last resort of creditors, and 
should never be applied for when the 
debtors are known to be honest men 
with sufficient assets capable of being 
collected within a reasonable period. 


A Voice in the Wilderness. 

The Indianapolis Sentinel declares 
that the people of Newfoundland, where 
the recent financial crash occurred, are 
the victims of monometallism. This is 
true enough, but we are surprised to 
see The Sentinel shedding any tears 
over it. 

We remember when The Sentinel, fol- 
lowing the lead of Mr. Voorhees, whose 
legs are limber enough ‘to bend before 
any wind of doctrine, was making the 
Most rampant and violent demands for 
a piece of undemocratic legislation that 
placed this country absolutely on the 
single gold standard. It cried loudly 
for the unconditional repeal of the pur 
chasing clause of the Sherman act, and 
denounced those who, in accordance 
With democratic doctrine and the best 
Anteres#s of the people, would have 
made bimetallism the price of the re- 
peal of that piece of republican patch- 
work. 

Nothing of that sort would suit The 
Indianapolis Sentinel. What it wanted 
was unconditional repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause of the act and the im- 
mediate adjournment of congress. Mr, 
Voorhees went so far as to interrupt a 
speaker in the senate and inform him 
that the demand for the unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing clause was in 
the platform—the purchasing power of 
patronage being so great at that time 
that there was hardly any statement the 
cuckoos would halt at. 

' Mr. Voorhees insisted on unconditional 
repeal and The Sentinel howled for it.

Now that there is not ‘the ghost of a 
chance for legislation in favor of bi- 
metallism in this country during tle 
next two years, We can very well un- 
derstand why Mr. Voorhees and other 
trimmers of his kidney are arguing in 
favor of free coinage. When the critical 
moment comes they will be arguing 
just as loudly the other way unless the 
purchasing power of patronage has fall- 
en below par. ) 

We are just as sorry for The Sentinel 
as we are for Mr. Voorhees. Conse- 
quently we invite them to weep for the 
people of the United States, leaving 
Great Britain to weep for Newfound- 
land. 


Another Voice from New England. 

The Boston Globe joins the other New 
England newspapers in discussing tbe 
rapid progress of the cotton mill ‘n- 
dustry in the south. 

Our Boston contemporary takes the 
Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion for its text and says that it is now 
evident that the southern states with 
their ample seaboard and available la- 
bor supply propose to bid for their full 
share of the world’s commerce in manu- 
factures as well as in agricultural prod- 
ucts. It says: 

Georgia is already extensively engaged 
in the manufacture of cotton cloth and 
other fabrics. In South Carolina and other 
southern states mills are rapidly growing 
up for the manufacture of cotton where it 
grows. 

‘The southern fair “tommittee are using 
every endeavor to interest the South Amer- 
ican states and Mexico in their enterprise. 
The fair is to represent the resources of 
the cotton states and their promise as an 
exporting manufacturing section in the 


future. 

All this does not argue the relative deca- 
dence of New Engiand. That the south 
should become less and less dependent upon 
other sections is but natural. 

But the new order of things suggests that 
New Engiand is entitied to all the advan- 
tages through legislation possessed by rival 
sections. If we are to keep abreast of the 
times we must pe up and doing to retain 
our share in the broadefiing field of manu- 
facture and trade. 

Here is an admission that New Eng- 


land cannot keep abreast of the times 
unless she is favored by special legis- 
lation. The south, it is unnecessary to 
say, instead of being favored by legis- 
lation has been struggling upward since 
the war under adverse conditions. De- 
spite the menace of the force bill and 
the lack of capital, her people have 
put their shoulders to the industrial 
wheel in earnest, and they are rolling 
it forward. When the eastern news- 
papers adopt the tone of The Boston 
Globe, it goes without saying that the 
new south is making herself felt. The 
factory is the thing! 


The Bottom Facts. 

A Chicago lawyer recently said in a 
speech that a melted five-dollar gold 
piece would still be worth $5, but that 
$5 in silver when melted would be worth 


only $2.80. 

The speaker practically admitted that 
five silver dollars would be worth $5 
before they were melted, and, of course, 
our readers need not be told that with 
that sum in silver they can buy $5 worth 
of anything, a five-dollar gold piece in- 


cluded. 

But why should a melted five-dollar 
gold piece bring $5? The Farmer's 
Voice gives this answer: 

Because the government agrees to pay 
that sum for it if taken to the mint, and 
while the government pays $5 for it, the 
jeweler, dentist and goldbeater cannot buy 
it for less. In other words, the government 
has put a fictitious, arbitrary, fiat value 
upon gold and that regulates the price of 
the metal. Why would not the melted five 
silver dollars be worth $5? Because the 
market for siiver is unnaturally depressed 
by the government which refuses to buy 
silver or to coin silver. If the government 
was paying $5 for the melted mass is there 
anybod;y stupid enough to suppose that 
the silversmith coulda buy it for less? But 
what could the owner do with the melted 
five-dollar gold piece? He could take it 
to the man wno buys gold and sell it, if 
the may happemed to have “‘money’’—paper 
or silver—to pay for it. He could get only 
$ in paper or silver for it, not a cent 
more. He could not pay a dollar of indebt- 
edness with it in the ordinary course of 
business; he could not buy a loaf of bread 
with it in the ordinary bake shop; he would 
be laughed at if he tendered it tn payment 
of $4 of taxes. All he could do with it 
would be to take it top Th. mint and get 
$5 for it or sell ft, as we have already said, 
for five paper or silver dollars. Not until 
the government put its stamp on it and 
arbitrarily said that it was 3 could it 
serve the purpose thé® fite silver or paper 
dollars serve. 

It would be difficult to pack more 


sound, solid horse sense into so small a 
space. These few brief sentences ex- 
plain the whole business. 


A Daugerous Experiment. 

General Cassius M. Clay defends his 
action.in marrying a girl seventy years 
his junior in a grandiloquent outburst 
of sentiment which will excite mingled 
admiration and ridicule. 

The general is about eighty-five, and 
his bride is only fifteen. The old man 
declares that his experience in life has 
shown him that “a young girl may love 
an old man intensely, for love is of the 
soul, passion of the body.” 

This is very fine, but it is against 
nature. December and May are. not 
congenial, and should not be joined to- 
gether. A girl at the childish age of 
fifteen may have a certain degree of 
affection for a man of eighty-five, but it 
is not a wife’s affection. It is more 
like the love of a child for a parent. 

Doubtless General Clay will lavish 
both love and treasure upon the little 
girl who accepted his hand and for- 
tune, but nothing that he can say wili 
change the world’s belief that their mar- 
riage is an unnatural union. It will not 
do to : that it is nobody’s business

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must in nearly every instance bring 
about unhappiness or something worse. 

It is well enough for a man to be 
ten or twenty years older than his wife, 
and exceptional cases might be men- 
tioned in which there was even a great- 
er disparity of ages without any bad 
results, but it is sentimental nonsense 
to say that it makes no difference when 
a husband is, nearly six times his wife’s 
age. 

The old Kentuckian is an exceptional 
man, and he may escape the conse- 
quences that would be visited upon 
others in his situation, but we d@ not 
hesitate to say for the benefit of others 
who are approaching the century limit 
that they will make a serious mistake 
if they succeed in persuading children 
te marry them. Fortunately, there are 
very few girls of fifteen who can be 
induced to wed men old enough to be 
their greatgrandfathers. 


The Banks and the Carlisie Plan. 

Mr, Carlisle said in his talk before the 
banking and currency committee that , 
he would prefer to see the 10 per cent 
tax on state banks removed entirely, 
and he more than intimated that he be- 
lieved the tax to be unconstitutional. | 

This being so, it is a pity fhat Mr. 
Carlisle did not have ‘the courage of his 
convictions in preparing his currency 
bill. It is doubtful if his reform measure 
leaves state banks in any better posi- 
tion than they now are. 

They are permitted to issue notes on 
the same terms as the national banks, 
and if, at the end of one year, it is found 
that they have been carrying on their 
business according to law, the 10 per 
cent tax will not be collected. 

In other words, there is a discrimina- 
‘tion set up in the law in favor of the 
national banks and against state banks. 
Why? Mr. Carlisle did not inform the 
currency committee, but, on the contra- 
ry, declared in so many words, that he 
was opposed to the discrimination set 
up by the imposition of the prohibitory 
tax. And yet it seems to us that the 
discrimination which he sets up in the 
provisions of his bill (though it Ties be- 
neath the surface) is equally unjust. 

There is a great pretense of support- 
ing Mr. Carlisle’s plan by the eastern 
press, but we think it will presently 
be found ‘that the banks and the bank 
interests will .undertake either’ to 
amend or to block Mr. Carlisle’s bill. 
There are several reasons why they will 
do this. In the first place, they resent 
the idea of taking the strain of gold re- 
demption off the treasury and .placing it 
on the banks. ‘They say, of course, that 
it is desirable for the government to go 
out of the banking business, but they do 
not want the government to go out of 
the redemption business. 

It is nonsense to suppose that the asso- 
ciated banks of New York, the most 
powerful organization of capital ever 
known in this country, are displeased 
with the present state of affairs. Each 
bond issue is worth millions of dollars 
in profits, besides affording them a safe 
investment for funds that would other- 
wise be idle. Is anybody foolish enough 
to suppose that the associated banks 
of New York want to remedy a situa- 
tion that gives them such rich results? 

We take it for granted, therefore, that 
the feature of Mr. Carlisle’s plan which 
compels the bankers to redeem their 
notes will be opposed by the associated 
banks of Wall street; and the opposi- 
tion will not be less strenuous because 
it is under. cover. 

Irom their point of view, the Wall 
street banks are justified in opposing 
the Carlisle plan of note redemption 
because the whole strain of the foreign 
demand for gold, which will continue 
as long as prices are at their pres- 
ent level, will fall upon them. They 
hold now, as they will hold then, the 
largest available supply of gold. It ig 
to them, therefore, that ‘the foreign 
houses will look for gold in the ab 
sence of bills of exchange. 

The eastern banks are very keen for 
the government to “go out of the bank- 
ing business,” as they say, but their 
anxiety in behalf of the Baltimore plan, 
and the eagerness and persistence with 
which it is urged by their advance 
agent, Mr. Horace White, shows that 
they do not want the government to 
go out of the business of supplying gold 
for export. The Baltimore plan provides 
that the government shall redeem the 
notes of the banks in order to insure 
a safe and sound currency. 

There is another feature of Mr. Car- 
lisle’s plan that the eastern banks will 
oppose—the provision making all the 
banks responsible for the notes of all 
the other banks. We do not know how 
this plan will work in practice, but 
it 1s not likely that the banks of Bos- 
ton, for instance, will want to be held 
responsible for a kiting currency issue 
by a bank in Oshkosh or Chemung. 

In fine, we do not expect everybody 
to agree to all the features of Mr. Car- 
lisle’s plan. The secretary does not 
Claim that it is perfect, or even that it 
is nearly perfect, but it affords a basis 
on which congress can legislate, and it 
is to be hoped that that legislation will 
come quickly. 


The Outcome of Our Exposition, 

The Central American republics are 
getting ready for.an exposition in 1896, 
and a bill has been introduced in the 
Mexican congress providing for an in- 
ternational exposition to be held at'some 
future date yet to be fixed. . 

These expositions are the natural out- 
come of the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition. Our Spanish- 
American friends doubtless think that 
if they are going to the trouble and ex- 
pense of getting up fine exhibits for our 
big show they might as well work 
them for all that they are worth, and 
get as much benefit out of them as they 


‘possibly can. ms 


With this object in view, they have 
gone to work making arrangements for 
expositions in their countries to be held 
a year or two after the one in Atlanta, 
It is plain that all this will help our 
great fair. The Spanish-Americans 
knowing that their exhibits will be made 
to do duty a second and a third time 
will take care to get up something 
worth seeing. ae |

had as @ result of the big cotton crops, in 
teeth of the earnest appeals from the press, 
and the urgent advice of men like Mr. In- 
man, and the resolutions passed by meetings 
of cotton men, it would seem that it was 


entirely unnecessary to say anything more 


on the subject. Why should farmers want 
to plant another big cottom crop if it is not 
needed and they cannot get any money for 
it? And yet they will do it. They will go 
on year after year raising it as if it was 
the most lucrative crop in the world. Why? 
In part because it is the edsiest crop to 
raise; in part because they don’t know how 
to raise anything else; in part because they 
have been brought up that way, and it is 
hard to learn an old dog new tricks; and 
in part because the cotton factors and 
country merchants make advances only on 
a basis of cotton. What the farmers need 
to encourage them to raise provision crops 
is the establishment of factors in that line 
who will take their corn, wheat, oats, po- 
tatoes and fresh meat and handle it for 
— as the cotton factors do their cet- 
on.

the building of an immense bathhouse, 
music stand, an open air theater, an aquari- 
um and a large and elegant pavilion. In 
addition to that several dozen rowboats 
and a number of elegant electric launches 
will be placed on the lake. 

The lake will be made one of the best 
features of the resort. An immense filoat- 
ing bathhiouse, sixty feet wide and 100 feet 
long, will be placed on it, the house con- 
taining 300 bathrooms about its four sides. 
In the center of the house will be 
an open court 40x80 feet, with an adjust- 
able bottom, which can be raised or 
lowered, making the depth of the water 
any number of feet desired. 

The rowboats will be of the latest pat- 
tern and the lovers of that great sport 
will have a straight track of at least a 
half mile circuit. 

The electric launches will be made a 
feature of the resort, and they will prove 
to be one of the most popular, as will be at- 
tested to by all who have seen them at 
the world’s fair. 

The roof of the floating bathhouse will 
be flat, and on it will be a stage sufficient- 
ly large for the performance of light 
eperas during the summer season. Seats 
will be placed on the hillside for auditors, 
and an open-air theater will thus be con- 
structed. 

A large pavilion will be built on the crest 
ofthe hill, near the main dam, and the 
view from it will cover almost the entire 
lake.

3. A forecast and printing section for the 
daity pubiication at the exposition of litho- 
graphic weather. maps tor distribution. 


Bureau of Animal Industry. 


‘The prominent features will be models 
Glustrating the various diseased parts of 
animals, photographs and iliustrations of 
germs higniy magnified, effects caused. by 
tpem upon the various animals shown by 
Subjects mounted, modelg of affected or- 
Sans, natural specimens preserved in alco- 
hoi, exhibiting both the healthy and dis- 
eased state, etc.; méethoas of inspecting 
meats for exportation, various parasites In- 
festing dontestic animals, model of qudr. 
antine station, tagging of cattle for inter- 
State and export trade, with model of tag- 
Zing chute; map of the United States, 
showing the boundarjes of the Texas fever 
district; methods of preventing spread of 
Texas fever, model of Kansas City stock- 
yards, models and natural history speci- 
mens showing * the development of the 
horse’s foot, the diseases to which it is 
subject and proper manner of shoeing and 
treating, etc., sampies of correct and in- 
correct horseshoes,. etc, 
Division of Statistics. 


The exhibit of this division will consist 
of maps and charts illustrating, among 
other things, the history, progress and ex- 
tent of cotton culture, corn and tobacco 
culture, the export of hog products,average 
Wases Of Lara luverercs, Wheat vaiue and 
land per acre, Varybig effect of product on 
prices of corn, progress of cereal produc- 
tion in the United states trom 1849 to i891, 
cereal products of the worid, acreage in 
corn per thousand acres in superficial area, 
acreage in wood per thousand acres of 
superticial area, etc. 

Division of Vegetable Pathology. 


This exhibit will comprise models, paint- 
ings, photographs and living plants and 
fruits tlustrating the external characteris- 
tices of the various diseases of crops or 
piants, colored maps and charts showing 
the distribution of the more important 
diseases in the United States, drawings 
shuwing, On a greatly eniarged scale, the 
parasitic fungi causing these diseases; a 
rull collection of funpicides or remedies 
for the prevention or cure of these diseases, 
the various machines used in applying the 
said fungicides, photographs illustrating 
the effects of such treatment, taken from 
actual experiments, etc. 

Division of Etomology. 
“The exhibit of this division will consist 
of: 

1. Insects injurious to agriculture, grouped 
according to the plants and animals af- 
fected, each of which will be an object ;les-" 
son and pictorial epitome of the life history 
of the injurious species, with samples of 
the injury done by it, its enemies and para- 
Sites, direetions tor applying remedies and 
preventives, etc. There will be a case 
illustrating injuries by insects to forest 
trees, a number of wax models of the host 
plants to draw attention to and illustrate 
their insect enemies. Among the~ impor. 
tant plants thus modeled will be cotton, 
Indian corn and tobacco. There will be a 
series of illustrations of the devices for 
rearing insects, with wax models of in- 
sects and real insects, showing the exact 
methods followed by entomologists in 
studying these subjects. The principal in- 
secticide preparations will be exhibited 
along with nozzles and other small appa- 
ratus used in applying them. 

Division of Agricultural Soils, 


The exhibit will show some of the most 

important types of soils from different 
parts of the country, such as the adobe, 
the mesa, the soils of the blue grass region 
of Kentucky, etc. It will also show soils 
adapted to certain crops, such as the early 
truck soils of the Atlantic coast, the soils 
adapted to the different types of tobacco, 
the sc@ adapted to cotton, corn and 
wheat. The constituent parts of these soils 
will be shown in separate jars, giving the 
actual amounts of the different gr§gdes of 
sand, salt, clay and organic materials, as 
well as the amount of moisture they main- 
tain for crops, which will point out the 
conditions upon which their peculiar prop- 
erties and value depend. 
If possible the chief characteristics and 
conditions of the soils of the state of Geor- 
gia will be graphically shown by a model! 
of the state constructed with the natural 
soils shown in their natural relations. 

The cotton soils will be considered in 
some Wetail. The ‘texture and physical 
conditions of soils adapted to the growth 
of cotton will be explained and the condi- 
tions which are prejudicial to the best 
development of cotton plants and the soil 
conditions which promote the different dis- 
eases to which cotton is Hable will* be 
shown. It will be shown also how these 
conditions can be changed through meth- 
ods of cultivation and manuring,. 
The tobacco soils of the country will be 
shown in similar manner illustrating the 
effect of different soils upon the character 
of the tobacco produced and to show, by 
maps, charts, etc., the location of the best 
tobacco soils of the country. The exhibit 
will contain many illustrations of tobacco 
culture and specimens of tobacco grown, 
arranged with special reference to the im- 
provement of this culture in the south. 


Division of Forestry. 


This exhibit will comprise the following: 
1. Specimens illustrating southern forest 
botany, speciments of wood, leaf, flower, 
ete., exhibiting the character of the flora 
of the southeastern section of the United 
States with maps of distribution. 

2. Southern forestry resources, maps and 
charts showing the distribution, character 
and statistics of the important lumber 
species. 

3. A special display will be made of the 
pines of the south, both from the botanical 
and the commercial point of view, the 
prominent feature of which will be an ex- 
hibit of the timber-testing work on these 
pines which has been carried on by the 
division, also a display of the various 
methods of turpentine orcharding. 


Division of Botany. 


The exhibit of the division of botany will 
be divided into three sections, as follows: 
1, —T investigations. This exhibit will 
represent as nearly as possible the seed 
laboratory in which investigations in test- 
ing seeds for purity, capacity, etc., are 
being conducted. There will He models

THE EXPOSITION COMMISSION TO MEET 


On Wednesday--Several Pardons Granted 


News and Gossip of the Day at 
the State Capitol. 


The Lumpkin bill making important 
changes in the insolvent traders’ act was 
one act of the last legislature which has 
been very generally commented upon by 
the business interests of the state and very 
generally endorsed by business men. 

The change in the insolvent traders’ law 
is that in order to throw a trader, firm of 
traders or corporation in the hands of a 
recdiver reauéres one-third of the un- 
secured indebtedness to be represented in 
the application for receivership. 

The old law provided that any three 
unsecured creditors, or one-third of the 
unsecured creditors was requisite to a 
receivership. 

“T have had several messages from differ- 
ent parts of the state,’’ said »-Governor 
Atkinson vesterday, “inquiring whether I 
nad signed the act. A lawyer of Athens 
telephoned over here and told me that he 
had the proper papers drawn for a receiver- 
ship under the old law and that had it 
not been for the early signature of the 
act he would: have had his man in the 
hands of a receiver.” 

The abuses under the old law have been 
so many that there was a general demand 
for some change. In the senate the Lump- 
kin bill was passed without opposition and 
in the house there was an effort to go even 
farther and make one-half of the unsecured 
indebtedness necessary to a receivership. 
Mr. Doolan introduced an amendment to 
that effect and it had almost enough 
votes to carry it. The sentiment in favor of 
the change proposed by Senator Lumpkin as 
opposed to that of the old law was practi- 


cally unanimous. 
The Law as Passed. 

The act amends the act amending sec- 
tion 3149 (a) of the code, and in full reads 
as follows: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, That 
the act approved November 12, 1889, being 
an act to amend section 3149 (a), which 
provides for the appointment of a receiver 
for the assets of an insolvent trader or 
firm of traders, be amended as follows: 
Strike out from the fiftieth line the follow- 
ing words: ‘At least three unsecured cred- 
itors,’ and insert in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing words: ‘One or more,’ so that said sec- 
tion when amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 

“In case any corporation not municipal, 
or any trader or firm of traders shall fail 
to pay at maturity any one or more ma- 
tured debts, payment of which has been 
properly demanded of such debtor and by 
him refused, and shall be insolvent, it 
shall be in the power of a court of equity 
under a creditor’s bill, to which one or 
more creditors, representing one-third in 
amount of the unsecured debts of such in- 
solvent corporation, trader or firm of tra- 
ders whose debts are matured and unpaid, 
shall be necessary parties to proceed to 
collect the assets, rea] and personal, in- 
cluding choses in action and money, and 
appropriate the same to the creditors ot 
gspich trader, firm of traders or corporation.” 

Section 2 repeals conflicting laws. 

The State Exposition Commission. 

Governor Atkinson has called a meeting 
of the state exposition commission for 
Wednesday. 

Under the provisions of the exposition 
resolutions the governor is exofficio chair- 
man and the commissioner of agriculture 
is the executive officer of the commission, 
which is made up of the heads of the differ- 
ent departments in the statehouse. There 
are to be appointed also eleven commission- 
ers, one from each congressional district, 
the requisite being that they are practical 
agriculturists. The commissioner of agri- 
culture is to make these appointments. 

“TI have not as yet thought about the 
appointments,’’ said Commissioner Nesbitt 
yesterday, ‘‘as I have been too full of other 
work. After the meeting Wednesday I 
will take up the matter of the appoint- 
ments and make them as soon as possible. 
I have not studied the exposition resolu- 
tions very closely, nor have the other mem- 
bers of the board, so far as I know. We 
will take them up at the meeting on 
Wednesday and will then inaugurate what 
I consider to be the greatest possible work 
for Georgia.’’ 

Pardons Granted. 

Governor Atkinson has granted a pardon 
to Joseph F. Miller, sent to the Chatham 
county jail for ome year under a charge 
of shooting at another not in his own 
defense. Miller was convicted last June. He 
is now in the hospital and the jail physi- 
cian testifies that he is mentally and 
physically in a critical condition and will 
not survive his sentence if kept in con- 
finement. 

A pardon has also been granted John 
H. Martin, of Jackson county, convicted 
of malicious mischief.*He has become blind 
since conviction and the judge who con- 
victed him asks for his pardon. 

George W. Moore, sent to jail in Emanuel 
county because of failure to pay $500 fine for 
retailing loquor without license, has served 
eight months in jail. His health is very bad. 
He is an old man, and the judge and solic- 
itor asked for his pardon. The governor 
has granted their request. |
